Days  inside  the  McDonald 
Health  Center  are  at  least  three 
times  as  long  as  anywhere  else 
on  campus  as  far  as  bed-patients 
there  are  concerned.  These  stu- 
dents spend  their  days  there,  too 
sick  to  study,  too  wide  awake  to 
sleep  all  day,  and  getting  bored. 

Many  times  friends  and  Room- 
mates can’t  visit  every  day  and 
the  patients  don’t  see  anyone  but 
nurses  and  doctors. 

The  Associated  Women  Stu- 
dents council  took  this  situa- 
tion in  hand  and  is  now  send- 
ing special  visitors  to  the 
Health  Center  every  day. 

The  program  was  designed  at 
first  for  girls  only.  Soon  the 
committee  discovered  that  boys 
there  had  even  fewer  visitors 
than  girls.  The  committee  im- 
mediately began  including  the 
male  residents  of  the  student 
hospital  on  their  visits. 

AWS  GET-WELL  cards  are 
given  to  all  patients  and  the  vis- 
iting girls  also  offer  to  run  any 
errands  that  they  can  for  the 
patients.  These  girls  also  read 
to  the  students  and  help  them 
keep  up  with  their  school  work. 

One  girl  made  the  Health 
Center  her  home  for  over  five 
weeks.  Committee  members 
that  visited  her  reported  that 
she  was  especially  glad  to  see 
them  each  day. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  visits 
is  to  generally  cheer  up  patients. 
One  fellow  was  particularly 
pleased  with  the  committee’s 


visit  when  he  had  just  received 
news  that  he  had  ulcers.  He  said 
that  he  had  needed  some  cheer- 
ing-up  badly. 

Hundreds  of  girls  will  event- 
ually be  included  in  this  prog- 
ram, as  committee  members  take 
a different  group  of  girls  to  the 
Health  Center  each  day.  These 
groups  are  usually  made  up  of 
about  three  or  four  girls.

Except  for  a few  rough  edges 
in  the  field,  Brigham  Young 
University’s  Cougars  looked  very 
much  the  part  of  defending  Sky- 
line baseball  champs  Saturday 
as  they  smashed  outmanned  We- 
ber College  in  a doubleheader, 
10-2  and  15-0. 

Three  Cougar  hurlers  limit- 
ed Coach  Bruce  Larson’s  Wild- 
cats to  a total  of  eight  hits  in 
16  innings  of  play  while  the 
Cat  . stickmen  attacked  all 
available  Weber  pitchers  for 
25  safeties. 

Jack  Cravens  started  the  first 
contest  for  BYU  and  was  credit- 
ed with  the  win  although  sopho- 
more Bob  Mosteller  was  called 
on  by  mentor  Jay  Van  Noy  to 
finish  for  the  Cats. 

Weber’s  crew  barely  stepped 
out  of  the  bus  before  Van  Noy’s 
men  were  racing  around  their 
pitchers.  Capitalizing  on  the 
Wildcats’  errors,  BYU  scored 
twice  in  the  first  inning. 

Catcher  Jim  Pierson,  a Weber 
transfer,  was  the  hitting  hero  of 
the  first  game  as  he  hammered 
two  home  runs  over  the  left 
field  fence  onto  the  embankment. 
The  Cougars  scored  in  all  but 
two  of  the  innings  as  they 
dropped  the  visitors. 

Danny  Moore  was  a standout 
also  for  the  Cats  in  the  opener 
with  sparkling  fielding  and 
outstanding  hitting.  He  had 
three  for  four  in  the  opener  in- 
cluding two  doubles.  The  Cou- 
gar hurlers  registered  10 
strikeouts  against  Weber  in 
the  first  encounter  while  walk- 
ing nine. 

In  the  second  game  the  visi- 
tors were  given  more  of  the  same 
treatment.
